On fashion runways, in nnagazines 
and along city streets, men's 
knitwear is all the rage. Here’s a run- 
down of the hottest trends for 2005. 

Energized by cutting edge styling, 
innovative yarns and sophisticated 
colors, men’s knits shown across Italy 
project a freshly upbeat mood. 

For starters, cardigans are garnering 
a lot of attention this year, and in 
many instances are fast becoming 
viable substitutes for the traditional 
jacket.

Milanese boutique of the same 
name. “We're seeing a definite trend 
from the classic to a more relaxed 
approach to dressing." 

Among prime movers of today's 
newly relaxed dress code are the 
Missonis, who through the years have 
created some of the definitive 
knitwear looks of modern times. 

"Knitwear is easy wear, easy care, 
and a great way to escape the suit," 
said Luca Missoni, marketing and 
design head of the menswear divi- 
sion, and a walking advertisement for 
his fashion credo. 

Missoni's newest version of the ubiqui- 
tous cardigan — reportedly one of 
their best sellers worldwide comes in

Another designer who goes well 
beyond the classic to explore the 
more adventurous parameters of 
fashion is Roberto Cavalli, the self- 
proclaimed "king of excess." 

"A Passage to India" best describes 
Cavalli’s current look, which gravi- 
tates Ground a spicy potpourri of 
paisley, botanicol.and animal prints 
and embroideries. These decorate a 
whole series of snug tee shirts and 
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cardigans meant ta shaw off the 
male torso. It’s easy to see why 
many actors and hip-hop artists, 
who thrive on media exposure, are 
among this designer's staunchest 
fans. 

The Etro lobel also bocks the ethnic 
look in knits. Rich paisleys, for which 
this house is famous, surface on 
everything from easy sweaters and 
jackets to fanciful caps and bogs. 
Colorful stripes also get plenty of 
attention in bold Roman and unbal- 
anced stripes, and in the kind of 
stripes usually reserved for awnings. 

The Miu Miu lobel, Prado’s second 
label, doesn’t shun pattern either. 
The latest collection could easily be 
called "the fruit salad collection" for 
the plethora of tasty bananas, 
pears and grapefruit spilling down 
sweaters. 

But the unorthodox is not the whole 
knitwear story, for there are numerous 





Italian designers who pre- 
fer to walk a more tradi- 
tional path. 

Among these is Laura 
Biagiotti, dubbed the 
“queen of cashmere’’ by 
The New York Times. Her 
newest collection pays 
homage to the sports 
world and is populated 
by all-white cashmere 
sweoters in chunky cable 
knits. She shows them 
over white tees, shirts 
and trousers, creating a 
look suitable for the golf 
course or yacht club. 

For added luxe, Biagiotti 
accessorizes her sweaters 
with five-meter-long muf- 
flers, indicating another 
importont trend in knits. 

Tiziana Bucci, creative 
force behind the Ashley's 
label, is also a recognized 



cashmere expert. "I pre- 
fer unstructured lines for 
knits that span the sea- 
sons, and I employ dou- 
ble-ply cashmeres for 
winter and single-ply 
yarns for spring. 

Cashmere is a luxury yarn 
that speaks for itself,’’ she 
said. 

But cashmere is just one 
member of the exclusive 
roster of natural fiber 
yarns proposed for 2005. 

At Pitti Immagine Filati, 
the semi-annual fair held 
in Florence which spot- 
lights the latest yarn 
trends; mohair yarns were 
extremely popular with 
exhibitors, as well as with 
buyers. A less expensive 
yarn than cashmere, but 
with similar aesthetics, kid 
mohair yarns work beau- 
tifully for today’s impor- 
tant cardigans, where 
warmth without bulk is 
desirable. 

Fine Shetland and merino 
wools are also cold 
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wine and berry. Reds look great on 
their own — as witnessed by the 
plethora of all-red sweaters currently 
on the market — or they serve as live- 
ly accents in multicolor patterns. 

Newest browns also have reddish 
overtones, and they run the gamut 
from rich terra cotta to a whole series 
of woodsy tones like mahogany, wal- 
nut and maple. Some patterned knits 
combine brown with red to project a 
warm earthy appeal. 

Blue, the traditional menswear 
favorite, is also more adventuresome 
this year. Newest blues are warmed 
to turquoise, intensified to teal, or 
have silvery overtones. Classic navy 
blue is noticeable by its absence. 

For color purists, there’s nothing quite 
like the all-white look. White is an 
essential "non color" that brings the 
shape and texture of knits to the fore- 
front. White works especially well for 



weather choices. Many of these 
have round rather than ribbon-like 
constructions, which add a great 
deal of loft to knit surfaces. 

A strong surge in cold weather cot- 
tons is also evident, particularly in 
coarse-cut cotton yarns in the 7, 5 
and 3 gauge ranges suitable for 
men’s outerwear. 

And microfiber cottons shouldn’t be 
overlooked. They are perfect vehi- 
cles for all the snug tee shirts and 
torso flattering sweaters currently on 
the market. 

Rayon is another perenniol favorite 
with many local designers, and 
some, like Missoni, use it almost exclu- 
sively for their knits. "Rayon’s silky 
hand, plus the ease with which it 
takes to printing and dyeing, make it 
a stellar performer," said Luca 
Missoni.

Also, to add lively dimension to knit 
surfaces, try experimenting with syn- 
thetic/natural yarn blends for the all 
important shiny/matte look. 



With the passing of eoch season, 
color assumes an increasingly promi- 
nent role for men's knits. Gone are 
the days when classic blues, greys 
and beiges were the color stan- 
dards. Now, with the newly relaxed 
mood in knits, the approach to color 
has loosened up as well. 



Yarn construction is generally back to 
basics, with smooth-twist yarns the 
order of the day. But be on the look- 
out as well for subtle texturing creat- 
ed by discreet boucle, nubbed and 
heather yarn constructions. 



Red leads the lively 2005 palette 
and many see the trend as indica- 
tive of a newly-found optimism and 
joie de vivre. Reds range from bright 
scarlet and lacquer red to warm

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today’s chunky cable stitch sweaters, and for the 
oll-innportant cardigan jacket, adding sharpness 
ond dash to both. 

The connbination of black and white, and grey with 
white, is always a snnart look in men’s knits, particu- 
larly when used for patterned knits in handsome 
plaids, checks and stripes. 

Although we may think of pastel colors in terms of 
women’s wear, this is no longer the case. Pastels for 
men are very much in demand, especially for warm 
weather knits. 

Pinks are currently the hottest pastels on the market, 
and they come in every shade from delicate shell 
pink to warm rosy pink. Pinks find their best applica- 
tion in lively jacquard and print patterns in sleek 
stripes, checks and the season's trendiest motifs — 
colorful florals and paisleys. 

And lastly, don’t forget delicate nature colors such 
as bud green, sea foam blue, lilac and oatmeal. 
They can add a carefree, fresh touch to even the 
most traditional designs. 

All told, this is a truly exceptional season for men’s 
knitwear. And when it comes to cutting-edge styling, 
and the latest in yarn and color trends, Italian knits 
are hard to beat,

Simple Knits with a Twist: Unique 
Projects for Creative Knitters 
by Erika Knight, Stewart Tabori & 
Chang, ISBN 1-58479-361-9 

This book has possibly the best step- 
by-step photographs for the basic 
knit and purl stitches, increases and 
decreases that have ever appeared 
in print. The first section continues 
with brief, content-rich tidbits: tex- 
tures, alternative materials, assem- 
bling fabrics into knitted projects, ply- 
ing two yarns to create your own ran- 
dom effects, embroidery, unraveling 
old garments so the yarn can be 
recycled, and reassembling the 
pieces of old garments into new 
ones. The 20 projects are all winners 
and the photos are wonderful 
throughout the book. Erika Knight 
moves knitting well beyond its trodi- 
tional boundaries in this book, that's 
for sure. There is a shaped rose chintz 
cushion that looks traditional until you 
notice the sparkling sequins on the 
surfoce, a retro-poodle bottle cover 
complete with pompom cheeks and 
a jeweled collar, and a carryall made 
of plastic bags cut into strips, the ulti- 
mate in chic recycling. You’ll find a 
rug made of knitted strips woven 
together, a dog coat with a barcode 
design, wall hanging, throws, cush- 
ions, beaded wire napkin rings, and 
boudoir slippers that will make you 
feel like a princess. There is a wire 
bowl and a flower-trimmed evening 
bog knitted of net fabric cut into 
strips. The Aran armchair cover looks 
like a comfy sweater pulled over your 
favorite chair, including ribbing at the 



bottom, cables down the front and 
plenty of texture along the sides. The 
denim beanbag chair has a knitted 
center panel for the seat section, 
denim fabric sides and a big pocket 
for your remote control. There's a 
padded garden kneeler and a liner 
for a hanging planter basket, but it's a 
safe bet that even the most practical 
will fall for the beaded muffler. Keep 
designing, Ms. Knight! Your fans are 
waiting. KS 




'iCreat Knitting Motifs 



1000 Great Knitting Motifs by Luise 
Roberts, Trafalgar Square Publishing, 
ISBN 1-57076-259-7 

This book is a handy library of charted 
designs including geometric patterns, 
flags, holiday, animals, flowers, trains, 
figures, hearts, quilt motifs and a 
whole lot more. The book has a hard 
cover over a spiral binding so it is stur- 
dy but also lies flat when open. It's 
organized well with graphics on each 
page that suggest where to best use 
the motifs (cuffs, centered on the 
front of a sweater, as o border, singly 
or as a multiple). The first section 
includes traditional knitting motifs, 
divided into Fair Isle, Scandinavia. 
Lapland, Western and Eastern Europe, 
the Mediterranean, Asio and South 
America. The Traditional pictorial motif 
section includes Native America, 
Homestead America. Aztec and Inca, 
Celts. Middle East and Arab, Africa, 
India and Tibet. Modern pictorial 
motifs are divided into alphabets, 
zodiac and the world oround us, ani- 
mals, birds, insects, floral, toys and the 
nursery. Techniques are included as 
are tips and suggestions for choosing 
and positioning the designs. Each 
chart includes the number of stitches 



and rows required. Some of the 
designs are shown in more than one 
colorway. Only 7" square, the book is 
small enough to tuck into a knitting 
bag. A lifetime of custom knitting is 
right at your fingertips for only two 
cents per design. KS 




Knitting for Two: 20 Simple Designs for 
Expectant (and New) Mommies and 
Babies by Erika Knight, Watson- 
Guptill Publications,

Go ahead. Grin at the baby in the 
lower left corner of the cover. I dare 
you to try not to! The beautiful babies 
and smiling pregnant women odd to 
the pleasure of the patterns. A 
woman cradles her belly, her striped 
“hoodie" sweater unzipped from the 
bottom. Another woman sports a soft 
wrap jacket held closed at the front 
by diaper pins wound with yarn. 
Some garments are sporty, some ele- 
gant and dressy, some cozy and 
meant for lazy hours at home, but 
everything is so flattering and so 
carefully shaped. These don’t look 
like models with pillows stuffed into 
their clothes - these look like very 
pregnant women who are happy 
with their bodies and with the 
sweaters they're wearing. And, oh, 
those baby projects: hats, teddy 
bears, cardigons, a blanket with a 
satin edge, booties ond an irresistible 
papoose with a pompom at the top 
of the heod. ks

n her small studio in Seattle, 
Washington, Meagan Reordon sews 
needle cases to order. She started 
ner business in 2003 when she could- 
n’t find cases that fit all of her needs. 
She asked friends for ideas to add to 
ner own and came up with original 
designs that hold needles, both 
straight and round, plus tools and 
gadgets. There are slim card pockets 
TO allow for labeling circular and 
double-pointed needles, a widely 
-equested feature. Needles won’t fall 
out of the cases since they are 
designed with a flap that wraps the 
needles before the case is folded 
and tied. There are four styles; 

Stroight needle roll. Straight & Circular 
combination. Circular, and Double- 
Pointed & Circular. Crochet hooks fit 
well, too. There is nice attention to 
detoil. The ends of the ribbon ties 
nave been sealed so they won't fray. 
The fabrics will appeal to knitters of all 
ages. There are plenty of funky, retro 
designs as well as Asian prints, stripes, 
flowers, large dots, a small number of 
'extured solid colors, and even a sushi 
pattern print. KS

From the handcrofted cherry or wal- 
nut handles and 100% Scottish and 
French wool or limited edition pure 
cotton fabric exteriors to the elegant 
Italian linen or 
vintage floral 
twill linings, 
these bags are 
absolute luxu- 
ry. Both stylish 
and practical, 
in-the-bog 
totes have the 
look of an old- 
fashioned 
doctor’s bag. 



The company was founded by two 
knitters who didn’t have “groovy 
bags’’ to use and decided to manu- 
facture some. The Classic is 14’’ x 17", 
the Big Bag 17" x 18". The bags are 
deceptively roomy - you'll be sur- 
prised by how easily several balls or 
skeins of yarn, pattern book and nee- 
dles will fit inside. A magnet clasp 
holds the bag closed and there’s a 
handy pocket for keys or small items. 

It would be tempting to have one for 
summer (something floral) and one 
for winter (herringbone wool, per- 
haps), or leave the knitting project at 
home now and then and use the bag 
as a purse. These bags are o splurge, 
but so durable that they become a 
bargain when you figure you'll have 
them for decades. In fact, it might be 
one of those items thot get passed to 
a grandchild. They don’t look like 
they’d ever wear out! A nice gift 
option: you can buy the bags with 
kits for knit or crochet (yarn, needles 
or hook and hat pattern). Though you 
can see from a photograph how ele- 
gant in-the-bag totes ore, they're 
many times more wonderful in per- 
son. Look for new fabrics and styles 
and make sure that if you find one 
you like you get it when you see it 
since fabrics are retired or discontin- 
ued now and then. KS

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Bad Feelings

Knitting books, magazines and pam- 
phlets inspire you with great ways to 
use yarn. Finding yarn and getting 
help with your projects should be a 
positive and exciting experience. 
Where you buy yarn should be a 
place where you are greeted with 
zeal, where you find lots of inspiration 
through books, patterns and store 
samples. Expert employees should be 
eager and ready to assist you. In a 
perfect world, it should be a place 
where a customer’s importance is 
never undervalued. 

Most knitting stores realize that their 
customers are the most important 
people in their business. They should 
know that their customers ore not 
dependent on their store. Their store 
is dependent on their customers. 
Customers are not an interruption to 
their work: they are the purpose for it. 
Customers do the stores a favor 
when they choose to patronize the 
shop. A store is not doing the cus- 
tomer a favor when they are serving 
them. Customers are an integral part 
of the business. They are not out- 
siders. The knitters that walk through 
doors of knitting stores are not cold 



statistics. They are flesh and blood 
human beings with feelings and emo- 
tions. They want to fee! welcome. 
Customers are not individuals with 
which to argue or match wits. When 
you walk into a yarn store, you bring 
your wants. It’s the job of the knitting 
store to fill those wonts — with some 
reasonable limitations. 

In any business, all customers deserve 
the most courteous ond ottentive 
treatment. No one could disagree 
that the knitters who buy yarn from o 
store are the lifeblood of this business. 
But who couldn’t tell a story of occa- 
sional bad feelings? 

In general, most of us have wonderful 
experiences visiting these individually 
run small businesses. However, many 
of us have had on event that has 
given us a bad feeling. Whether it 
was an inappropriate action by on 
owner, an employee toward a cus- 
tomer or employees of the store 
receiving bad feelings because of the 
unreasonable or difficult customer we 
could all use some insight on this deli- 
cate if not unmentionable subject. 



Ok. ..so let’s have a little group thera- 
py. Pretend we can tune into Dr. Bhill, 
an afternoon talk show host. Today 
he is having a televised show obout 
yarn shops, their owners and the knit- 
ters that patronize them. 

Use your imagination with me. ..and 
envision a television stage withthree 
cameras in front of an audience. 

Seated on the spotlight-lit stage are 
four knitters: Sandy, Annie, Ronda 
and Jayne. After the introductory 
music fades, the cpplause dies down 
as Dr. Bhill introduces them all as knit- 
ters who have a common problem of 
bad feelings pertaining to their knit- 
ting projects. All are anxious to share 
their personal story. 

Sandy begins. ’’Well, my name is 
Sandy, and I am so. ..mad!” Tears well 
up in her eyes as she holds up a 
stringy, unfinished lump of knitting, "I 
started this sweater about two 
months ogo...got the yarn when I 
was traveling. I wanted to just get 
some help from my local yarn shop 
and the lady at the yarn shop was 
feeling a bit slighted and wanted to 
charge me a fee for helping me — 
do you believe that?" Sandy 
became a bit emotional, looking for 
sympathy from the audience. The 
crowd quietly moans. 

"Ok, so I did not buy my yarn at the 
shop this particular time. Like I said, I 
was out of town when I bought this 
yarn. I have bought lots of yarn, nee- 
dles and patterns from my local yarn 
shop over the last year. I couldn’t 
believe she wonted to charge me. I 
have been a customer there in the 
past. I shouldn’t have to pay to get a 
half an hour’s worth of their help. I 
was offended.” 

Dr. Bhill directs this question to the 
audience. "Should she be able to get 
help from the yarn shop if she didn’t 
buy the project from the shop?” The 
crowd shows mixed reactions. 
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- person from the audience volun- 
*eer-ed her opinion, "If she helps her 
"'is time, she might win that customer 
: .er forever. Why not spend a few 
"^inutes helping. It might make that 
oerson really appreciate the help and 
■’^ey might gain a new loyal customer. 
^ 'he long run, those few minutes will 
oe paid back by gaining a friend." 

=oint well taken" Dr. Bhill says as he 
searches for another opinion. 

Bhill extends the microphone to 
another audience member, "I could 
see helping this person once, but 
.vhat if it happens repeatedly. That 
could cause. ..bad feelings." 

Camera pans to the next person on 
*ne panel. Dr. Bhill cues Annie to begin. 

‘Hi, my name is Annie. I needed help 
from the place where I bought my 
varn in order to sew my sweater 
together. I was at the yarn shop all 
day a few weeks ago and I just 
couldn’t get that matrix stitch for my 
side seams. That day, someone was 
very nice as they sat with me just 
about all day long showing me a few 
times. ..did one side for me and I'm 
noving trouble again. The knit shop 
ady suggested that I enroll in their 
finishing class or give the project to 
their finisher. True. ..finishing is not one 
of my things. All I’m saying is. ..can’t 
someone just help me sew this 
sweater together?" 

Dr. Bhill asks, "Have you ever thought 
of taking a class on finishing or even 
having someone else do it for you?" 

■‘Take a class? I’m not taking a class. I 
just need help.. .if someone would just 
show me again. I gotta get this thing 
done. It's not fair. I bought the yarn at 
my store and they owe it to me to 
help me as long as it takes to finish. I am 
not paying for any finishing service." 

The crowd quietly converses as Dr. 
Bhill says, "Ronda." 

"Hi, I’m Ronda. Well.. .my bad feelings 
aren't from a yarn shop. They are 
toward a knitting magazine. I, uh...l 
didn’t get my yarn in a yarn shop, 
per se. But the place I go. ..they sell 
yarn there. ..and a lot of other 
stuff.. .Styrofoam balls, wood you can 
refinish yourself, stamping stuff. 



beads, picture 
frames and tons of 
silk flowers. So with 
the yarn I bought, 

I was trying to fol- 
low one of those 
patterns in a mag- 
azine. I'm a good 
knitter, I always 
knit to gauge and 
I have been knit- 
ting since I was six. 
This pattern in the 
magazine was 
written wrong! I 
mean.. .when I did 
exactly what they 
say, I did not get 
the same mea- 
surements as what 
the pattern says I 
should. I have 
tried and tried 
and I am tired of 
starting all over 
ogain. So I called 
the magazine 
long distance to 
see if they could 
help me. I didn't 
think they cared 
one bit."

If you think back about ten years, you 
will remember that using the Internet 
as a research tool was not a viable 
option to most craftspeople. How, 
then, did you keep on top of what 
was new in the yarn world? A visit to 
your local yarn store did the trick. 
Through the past ten year span, we 
have seen many yarn shops close, 
though fortunately, with the surging 
interest in knitting, many new shops 
have opened. In the meantime, the 
Internet as a resource tool claimed its 
place in consumers’ busy lives. 

Today, it is possible to get all the latest 
and greatest news not only from your 
local yarn merchant but also from the 
web sites of the various yarn manu- 
facturers. In this way, you can research 
what is out there and let store owners 
know what yarns you would like to 
see them carry. Let’s take a tour of 
what information you can glean from 
a variety of sources online.

At the Trendsetter site, you can 
browse their full line of yarns. Simply 
click on Yarns at the top of the home 
page and then choose a yarn. You 
will be presented with digital images 
of numerous yarns. Once you select a 
particular yarn, you can see the vari- 
ous colors it is available in, plus the 
typical gauge and suggested needle 
size. If you want to find the closest 
retailer, you can click on the Retail link 
and look for retailers in your stote. On 
the Links page, you can locate a 
Universal Care Symbol Chart for Knits.

Stitch 
and gauge information is at your fin- 
gertips and up-to-date news on what 
is new is simply a click or two away. 
Enjoy your yarn shopping and the 
process of educating yourself via the 
Internet.

at my yarn shop but.. .look at this 
sweater. Look how wide this is. ..look 
how long it is.. .it's huge! This looks 
ridiculous. The shop owner told me to 
follow this size. This just didn’t turn out 
...and I want my money back." 

Dr. Bhill asks, "So this sweater is just too 
big. When did it begin to look huge?" 

Jayne says, "Midway up the first 
piece. ..the back." 

Dr. Bhi ' asks, "Why didn’t you stop 
when you noticed it was big?" 

Jayne says, "I was just following the 
directions she told me to follow." 

After returning from a commericial 
break. Dr. Bhill summarizes, "What we 
are talking about here are bad feel- 
ings. Let's take Sandy for example. 
Sandy has bought her yarn in a store 
in another city and wants help from a 
local store. I assume that the yarn 
shop would have offered her free 
help if she did buy the yarn there, but 
triey wanted to charge a small fee 
when she needed help with a project 
from another shop. Although she has 
not bought yarn this time from the 
store, she feels she deserves free help 
in oil her knitting projects. Hey 
look.. .she has bought yarn here other 
times. Doesn’t that mean she is eligi- 
ble for free help at all times?" 

A member of the audience raises her 
hand ^o speak. "I have a small dress 
shop and we offer free alterations for 
each dress purchased from our store. 
If someone brought in a dress from 
onother shop, I would not alter a 
dress for free if it was not purchased 
ot my store. Even if the person bought 
dresses from us before. I am a very 
good seamstress. I want my services 
to be available only to those who 
have paid for a dress at my store." 

Another member volunteers his opin- 
ion, "I own a restaurant. I pay for an 
excellent location. I hate to tell you 
how I feel when people bring in food 
they purchased from another estab- 
lishment. Makes me mad." 



Another person volunteers to speak. 

"I am a dentist. I have patients who 
see me regularly. I happen to charge 
them for each service. Just because I 
clean and fill their teeth on a regular 
basis, that doesn't mean I wouldn’t 
charge them for an additional ail- 
ment, a treatment for which they 
need from me. I think if you need the 
services of someone at the store, you 
should be willing to pay for it. Think 
about what’s fair." 

"I am a retired owner of a yarn shop 
and I think that a smart business per- 
son who cares can certainly stop for 
a few minutes to do a bit of goodwill. 
It’s when minutes turn to hours, and 
there is a certain amount of responsi- 
bility in giving advice," comments a 
final audience memeber. 

Dr. Bhill advises, "The fact is, if you 
didn’t buy the yarn from the store, 
spending time with an employee 
can get costly. It can cause bad 
feelings. Maybe paying for the ser- 
vice of helping is a fair offering. It 
might help avoid the bad feelings of 
both the customer and the employ- 
ee that occurs when you want some- 
thing for nothing. Heck... I can’t get 
my accountant to look at my tax 
return that was done by another 
accountant for free. He's going to 
charge me for his time. Think about it: 
how does that expert feel when she 
becomes aware that her expertise 
has no value? If a small fee was 
applied to the service of helping, 
that would make the expert feel 
appropriately compensated and the 
person needing the help would 
avoid feeling offended when she is 
resented or, worse, turned away. It’s 
a win-win situation for both of you." 

Dr. Bhill continues, "Now Annie is 
making a sweater and seems to 
require a day’s worth of help plus 
many hours to learn how to finish the 
sweater. When a store policy offers 
hours of free help, with little success, 
there might be a point when classes, 
videos or finishing services might be 
in order. I believe Annie would bene- 
fit from taking a class. If finishing is not 
her thing, maybe she should consider 
letting the professionals do it and, 
yes, for a fee. When the people at

the store patiently helped for hours, 
should her sweater turn into the 
store's project? I am sure your suc- 
cess is in their best interest, but when 
does your project become their job? 
They can only offer to help. ..a num- 
ber of times before it becomes too 
difficult for both. ..creating those bad 
feelings." 

An audience member stands up and 
says, "I think they should help Annie, 
who bought yarn at the store. I think 
they should show her how to do 
seams or install a sleeve three, 
maybe four, times. After that many 
attempts. I think they have gone 
beyond their responsibilities. I 
mean. ..if a person hasn't gotten it by 
then, the only thing to do is let some- 
one else do it for them." 

Another person stands up and says, 
"Basically, I think that Annie just wants 
to use them as much as she can so 
she can get their services for free. 
There may be a point when all ener- 
gy is drained and, hours later, that 
creates bad feelings." 

Dr. Bhill explains, "Now Rondo bought 
her yarn and magazine at a large 
store where there is limited assistance 
offered. The only place she could 
turn to was the phone number in the 
magazine for the editor. We happen 
to have interviewed the editor of that 
magazine at her location a few days 
ago..." 

A large LCD screen slowly lowers into 
view. The editor of the magazine was 
filmed sharing her bad feelings. "We 
so wanted to help Rondo. She called 
us saying the pattern we placed in 
the magazine was wrong. We 
checked the pattern and we found 
no problem with it. We knew she 
needed help and we wanted her to 
get help from the place she bought 
the yarn. We found out during our 
phone conversation that the yarn she 
was using for this pattern wouldn't 
have worked because it wasn't the 
right gauge. The weight of the yarn 
was different from the weight or thick- 
ness that the pattern was calculated 
for. The pattern wasn’t wrong. She 



won't get the sweater shown for 
because she was missing some basic 
knitting information. That's why quali- 
fied knitting stores are so helpful when 
you buy your yarn there. There was no 
way we could offer her any help. We 
felt terrible that she had bad feelings 
toward our magazine. We wished she 
had someone local to help her." 

Dr. Bhill stares into the camera, '"Yes, 
this show is about bad feelings. And 
the moral of that story is, you can't 
blame the magazine if you haven’t 
followed the pattern, which says. 

Take time to check the gauge. Even if 
the yarn recommended for the pat- 
tern was not used, one must attempt 
to find another yarn that will have the 
same stitches and rows to the inch 
upon which the pattern was based. 
Audience, is it the magozine's fault?" 

"No!” 

Dr, Bhill continues, "Our last guest, 
Jayne, has stated that wants her 
money back. Her sweater is too long. 
She followed the directions and she 
did not like the results. Jayne, how 
long would you have wanted this fin- 
ished sweater?" 

"I’d like it about 3 inches shorter than 
this is.” she replies. 

Dr. Bhill asks, "Whose project is this? Is 
it the store's? No, this is your project. 
You are in the driver's seat, so to 
speak. It's your craft. Whose job is it to 
make sure you become 
skilled at it? It must come 
within you, the knitter. If a 
pattern says, ‘work until 
piece is 12 inches long, you 
can stop knitting any time 
you want to adjust It to the 
size you need. It is not the 
store’s fault, nor is it their 
responsibility. Mistakes like 
this make you better the 
next time. When you knit, 
stop and look at what you 
are doing. It's your project 
— not the store's. You 
should be aware of a pro- 
ject that seems small or 
large, too long or short. If 
you suspect a problem, I am 
sure the place where you 
bought it from can advise 



you as to what you can do to cor- 
rect the problem." 

The crowd applauds before Dr. Bhill’s 
final thought. 

"Well, ladies and gentlemen, in con- 
clusion.. ..nobody wants to have a 
bad experience. We know it occa- 
sionally happens. There must be a 
fair and balanced way to conduct 
this relationship so both of you win 
and cooperate together. For years, 
knitting knowledge was passed 
down from mother to daughter — 
there was no fee involved nor was it 
a business. Both new and seasoned 
knitters need help with knitting and 
there are opportunities to get it if 
they want to improve their skills. But 
remember not to think of a store as 
your public library or your granny. 

Like any other business, when help 
goes beyond the limits of reason, 
one should do what is right. Check 
with the individual policies of your 
particular store and respect each 
other. When you want unlimited ser- 
vices for free, it can be draining to 
the person who is making the offer to 
help. Both the store owner and the 
customer need to work cooperative- 
ly to establish a mutually beneficial 
relationship.

BAG: Front: With A, CO 52 sts. Work in 
5* S' for 6 rows for top hem, ending 
m a WSR. P 2 rows. Cont In St st in 
CO O'' pat as foil: *With A, work 6 rows: 
v/.rr B work 2 rows*; rep from * to * 
piece meas 18 in. from beg, end- 
with o RSR. With A, p 2 rows. 

Base: Cent in St st for 5 in., ending 
a RSR. P 2 rows. 

Back: Work same as front from * to * 
until piece meas 18 in., ending with a 
RSR. P 2 rows. Cont in St st with A for 6 
rows for top hem. BO. 

Side panels: With RS facing and MC, 
PU 1 7 sts along one side of Bag. Work 
in St st until some length as front, then 
with A, work 6 rows in St st. BO. Work 
other side the same. 

BOTTOM LINING: With B, CO 50 sts. 
Work in St st for 44^4 in. BO. 

HANDLES (make 2): With MC, CO 9 



sts. Work in St st for 23 in. BO. Sew 
seam to form cord. 

PETALS (make 10 each of B, C 

6 D): CO 5 sts. 

Row 1 (RS): K 2, yo, k 1 , yo, k 2 — 

7 sts. 

Row 2 & all even numbered 
rows: P. 

Row 3: K 3, yo, k 1 , yo, k 3 — 9 sts. 
Row 5: Ssk, k 5, k2tog — 7 sts. 

Row 7: Ssk, k 3, k2tog — 5 sts. 

Row 9: Ssk, k 1 , k2tog — 3 sts. 

Row 1 1 : SI 1 , k2tog, psso — 1 st. 
Fasten off. 

CENTER BOBBLES (make 6 each 

of B, C & D): CO 1 st. K into f & b 
of this st until there are 5 sts. P 1 
row, k 1 row, p 1 row. Next row: 
K2tog, k 1 , k2tog. Next row: SI 1 , 
p2tog, psso. Fasten off. 

POCKET: With MC, CO 22 sts. Work 
in St st for 7 in. BO. 

CORD CLOSURES: Make same as 
handles but 16 in. long. 

BUTTON: Make bobble with A. 

FINISHING: Sew bottom lining to 
base. Sew inside panels. Sew hem 
to inside edge. Sew in pocket to 
center of back below hem. Sew 
petals end bobbles to front and 
back following photo to form flow- 
ers. Fold side panels in half. Stitch 
half to front and half to back 
catching the end of a handle in 
each seam on 4 corners. Fold cord 
closure in half. Sew BO and CO ends 
tog. Twist cord 2 times from ends and 
stitch to hold in place. Sew twist to 
center top of bag back. Tie bobble 
to center front for button. 

Felting: Place bag in washing 
machine with soap and a pair of 
blue jeans or other rough clothing on 
hot/cold temperature cycle. Rep 
felting until bag is felted as desired. KS

Work Rows 1 -1 2 of 
plaid pat. Maintaining pat, dec 1 st 
each edge every 2 V2 in. 9 times — 

1 00 sts. Work even in est pat until 
piece meos 23 in. from beg. Shape 
armholes: BO 6 at sts beg of next 2 
''ows, then 2 sts at beg of next 4 rows. 



Dec 1 st each edge EOR 3 times — 74 
sts. Cont until armholes meas 9 in. BO. 

LEFT FRONT: With A, cast on 62 sts. 
Work 4 rows in garter st. Work Rows 1 - 
12 of plaid pat. Maintaining pat, dec 
1 st at side edge every 2W in. 9 times 
— 53 sts. Work even in est pat until 
piece meas 23 in. from beg, ending 
with a WSR. Shape armhole: BO at 
armhole edge at beg of EOR: 6 sts 
once, then 2 sts twice. Dec 1 st at 
armhole edge EOR 3 times — 40 sts. 
Work even until armhole meas 7 in. 
Shape neck: BO at neck edge at 
beg of EOR: 6 sts once, then 2 sts 
twice. Dec 1 st at neck edge EOR 3 
tim.es. Cont until armhole meas 9 in. 
BO rem 27 sts. 

RIGHT FRONT: Work same as Left 
Front rev shaping. 

SLEEVES: With A, CO 46 sts. Work 4 
rows of garter st. Work in plaid pat, 
ir^c ' st eoch edge every 4th row 10 
hm.es — 66 sts. Cont even until piece 
meas 1 6 in. from beg. Shape cap: 

30 5 sts at beg of next 2 rows, then 2 
sts at beg of next 4 rows. Work even in 
pet for 2 in. Dec 1 st each edge every 
^*h row 6 times, then EOR 8 times — 

20 sts. 30 2 sts at beg of next 2 rows, 
•’'en 4 sts at beg of next 2 rows. BO 
'em 8 sts. 

FINISHING: Sew shoulder seams. 
Front bands: With RS facing and A, 

Pu and k 141 sts evenly along Left 
Frcn* edge. Work 6 rows in garter st. 
30. Rep for Right Front. 

Collar: With RS facing and A, PU and 
k 65 sts around neck edge. Work in 
garter st for 4 in. BO. 

Sew in Sleeves. Sew side and Sleeve 
seams. Fold collar to inside and sew 
seams ot front edges. Fold Pellon in 
half and, using sewing thread, sew 
around neck edge. Sew BO edge 
around neck. Attach frog closure to 
neck. Optional: See Nicky Epstein's 
Knitted Embellishments book to make 
your own frog closure. 

FLOWERS (make 10): 

With B. CO 3 sts. 

Row 1 (RS): K. 

Rows 2, 4, 6, 8, 10 & 12: P. 

Rows 3, 5 & 7: K 1 f&b of each end 
of ndl — 9 sts after Row 7. 

Rows 9 & 1 1 : Dec 1 st each end of 
row — 5 sts after Row 1 1 . 



Leave sts on ndl. Rep 5 petals for 
each flower. When all petals are 
completed, k2tog across all sts on 
ndl. Cut yarn leaving a toil for sewing. 
With tapestry ndl, thread tail through 
rem sts on ndl. Gather up leaving a 
1/^ in. hole. Fosten securely. 

Flower Centers (make 10): 

With A, make a slip knot, CO 5 sts, BO 
5 sts. 

Sew flower center to center of each 
flower. 

Sew five flowers to bottom of each 
front of coat foil photo. KS
